SPIRIT OF CHRIST 


No, this is no sermon, or anything of 
the kind, only we were over in San Fran- 
cisco yesterday, and then all around 
Richmond and part of Oakland, and the 
thousands of people we saw and _ the 
things they were doing fastens in our 
mind more than ever the belief we al- 
ready had, that in every human being is 
the Spirit of Christ. 

Some keep it tramped down and hidden 
from view, and doubtless some do not 
even realize that they possess any such 
spirit, and still others would deny it 
loudly if so accused. But their actions 
belie their words. We venture to say we 
saw ten thousand people yesterday, men, 
women and children, in every walk of 
hfe, rich and poor and in between, and 
every one of them was obeying the de- 
mand of the Christian Spirit within them. 
They were hunting the stores for gifts 


. to give their loved ones and their friends, 


their families and the families of others, 
spending their money with lavish hand 
and bent upon no purpose on earth save 
to bring pleasure and love and happiness 
into the hearts of others! 

If that is not a Christ-like spirit, what 
is it? 

They wanted other people to be glad 
and happy, and they wanted to be -the 
direct cause-of bringing about that happi- 
ness.~—They had no thought of self. Hun- 
dreds, maybe thousands, were doing with- 
out something they really needed for 
themselves in order to make other hearts 
glad. 

That is the Christ-like spirit. Chances 
are that if any one of them had been 
stopped and questioned about it, they 
would have disclaimed any knowledge of 
any such spirit, and were not thinking 
of anything of the sort, but that was 
what it was, and is, just the same—and 
thank God for it. With all their faults, 
there is the one redeeming quality that 
has the savings clause in it. No man or 
woman is going to go very far wrong 
with such a spirit in his or her heart, and 
no nation, either. It is the blessed re- 
deeming feature to all the doubts and 
darkness, and in contemplating it one 
cannot help but feel but what all will 
come out right in the end. 

Only a good people possess such a 
spirit. 


A LOOK INTO THE FUTURE 


In these days when everything in the world 
seems to have gone topsy-turvy with war, it is 
interesting to read some of the prophetic utter- 
ances, or dreams, if you please to call them 
such, of leading men in thought who long since 
have gone hence and “sleep,’’ “unconscious of 
the volcanic eruption of blood which has been 
tearing nations to pieces, In this line some 
of the utterances of Col. R. G. Ingersoll have 
significance. in one of his ora- 
tions he described the future ag many present- 
day writers seem now to feel it is soon to be. 
He said: 


For instance, 


“I see a world where thrones have crumbled 


and where kings are dust. The aristocracy of 
idleness has perished from the earth. 

“IT see a world without a slave, Man at last 
is free. Nature’s forces have by science been 
enslaved. Lightning and light, wind and wave, 
frost and flame and all the secret, subtle powers 
of arth and air are the tireless toilers of the 
human race. 

“I see a world at peace, adorned with every 
form of human art, with music's myriad voices 


thrilled, while lips are rich with words of truth 
——@ world in which no exile sighs, no. prisoner 
moans; a world on which the gibbet’s shadow 
does not fail, a world where labor reaps its 
full reward; where work and worth go hand 
and hand.” 

We have long looked for and hoped for such 
a future and such a world, and in our humble 


» way tried to preach and teach and practice the 


Brotherhood of Man and the Fatherhood of God 
as one way toward gaining such a goal, but, 
alas, how slow it is in coming.

Federal authorities in Ban Fran- 
cisco, following the refusal of Gov- 
ernor William D. Stephens to eco- 
operate with John H. Atwell, spec-

trict of California, and Robert J. 
|O’Connor of the Southern District 
of California. 

Assistant Attorney General At- 
wood stated yesterday that it 
would not be the policy of the 
Government to threaten or foree the 
co-operation of the retailers, to 
whom the investigation will be par- 
ticularly directed, but an appear 
will be made to them to aid on 
patriotic and business grounds. 

“We have found,” said Atwood 
yesterday, “in our investigations in 
other places, that the dealers have 
been more than willing to give the 
Government and th people a square 
deal when it was properly presénted 
to them. , oe 

“The investigation will be direct- 
ed to the retailers because a large 
amount of the wholesalrs are with- 
out the Btate,. if the retailer: has 
to pay $1 for a 60-c articl, it is 
not his fault if he has to charge a 
higher price, but if he charges $3
